Progressive party, the official nam e 
of the party adoptea by the conven­ 
tion, completed its ticket and nomi­ 
nated: 
For President, Theodore Roosevelt 
of New York. 
For

W. 
Johnson of California. 
Both nom inations had 
been 
made 
by acclam ation amid storm y scenes 
of enthusiasm . 
The convention had 
been in session since IO o'clock in 
th e morning. 
The delay in m aking 
th e nom inations w as due to exhaus­ 
tive discussions over the platform in 
com m ittee rooms* 
Governor Johnson was put in nom­ 
ination by Judge John 
M. 
Parker, 
form er Democrat, of 
New 
Orleans, 
and the nomination was seconded by 
C. 8. W heeler of California, Jam es 
R. Garfield of Ohio, Bainbridge Colby 
of New York, Frederick K. Landis of 
Indiana, Raymond Robins of Illinois, 
Gifford Plnchot of Pennsylvania, Gov­ 
ernor Vessey of South Dakota, W il­ 
liam Flinn of Pennsylvania and John 
R. Clede, a negro, of New York. 
Colonel Roosevelt, arm in arm with 
Governor Johnson, 
appeared 
before 
the convention and they were greet­ 
ed with w ildest plaudits, 
a 
roaring 
dem onstration, and formally accepted 
the nominations. 
The great audience 
of 15,000 persons sang the doxology 
to the accom panim ent of a band, the 
fife and drum corps, 
a 
quartet 
of 
trom bones and cornets, with tne min- 
ute-gun m achine banging away up in 
th e organ loft, and with the benedic­ 
tion the convention was adjourned. 
At th at mom ent a great banner was 
dropped from the girders of the Col­ 
iseum w ith this legend: 
“Roosevelt and Johnson. 
“New York and California. 
“H ands Across the Continent. 
“For there is neither east nor west, 
Border nor breed nor birth; 
W hen two strong men stand face to 
face, 
Though they come from the ends 
of the earth.” 
From the very first moment to the 
last this convention has had the ap­ 
pearance of a great religious revival. 
Senator Dixon and others rem arked 
a t the close of the scene tonight: 
“This is not politics; 
this 
is re­ 
ligion.” 
Following tho adjournm ent 
Roose­ 
velt and Johnson addressed the dele­ 
gates. 
Roosevelt said: 
“The Progressive 
convention was 
not typical of the old parties, whose 
platform s concealed their real plans. 
W e won t promise more than we are 
able to give. 
We Intend, however, to 
try to make this a better country.” 
Johnson denounced 
T aft, 
saying:

spectacle in public life today.” 
Referring to Wilson Johnson said: 
“His speech doesn t
